Pennsy lv ania and the heads of other 
eastern tru nk lines are conferring with 
President Taft at the W hite Hou se to­ 
day , and it has been plainly intimated 
that they will join in the action taken. 
The general effect of the u nderstand­ 
ing reached at the W hite Hou se will 
be that all increases in freight rates 
that hav e been filed since May 1 and 
that hav e been contemplated by the 
railroads of the cou ntry within the 
nex t few months will be su spended in 
their operation for at least a y ear 
This su spension will be far-reaching 
in its effect u pon many railroads that 
hav e been cou nting on the increased 
rev enu e from the adv ances, bu t in the 
opinion of railroad men here, this dis­ 
tu rbance will be triv ial compared with 
w hat wou ld hav e resu lted throu gh u n­ 
certainty arising ov er an attem pt on 
the part of the adm inistration to en­ 
force 
the 
Sherm an 
anti-tru st 
law’ 
against the present method of rate 
making. 
It is the plan of the presidents of 
the twenty -fiv e western railroads, and 
their ex ample u ndou btedly will be fol­ 
lowed by the ex ecu tiv es of all the 
other roads in the cou ntry , to with­ 
draw as soon as possible the increases 
filed since May 1, and to refrain from 
pu tting in any fu rther adv ances u ntil 
the new railroad bill becomes a law. 
The administration railroad bill has 
now passed the senate and the hou se 
and probably will be sent to confer­ 
ence today . 
It 
is the ex pectation 
of President Taft that the bill will be 
ready for his signatu re before Ju ly 1. 
As soon as the bill becomes a law 
all of the roads will re-file the rates 
that they hav e withdrawn and also 
the rates whose filing has been held 
in abey ance throu gh the present agree­ 
ment. 
Under the term s of the new 
railroad law as it is ex pected to appear 
on the statu te books, the commission 
is au thorized u pon its own initiativ e 
to u ndertake an inv estigation into the 
reasonableness 
of 
all 
increases 
in 
rates. 
The commission will be em ­ 
powered to su spend the rates for 120 
day s, pending the inv estigation into 
their reasonableness. If at the end of 
that period the commission has not a r­ 
riv ed at any conclu sion it will hav e the 
power u nder the new law to su spend

the operation cf the rates for an addi­ 
tional six months. Cou nting the thirty 
day s in which the rates will hav e to be 
on file before they cou ld become effec­ 
tiv e u nder ordinary circu mstances-, the

reasonableness of the tariffs. 
Under 
the term s of the pending railroad» bill 
rates su spended by the commission to 
become operativ e at the end of the 
elev en months if the commission has 
not then reached a conclu sion in re­ 
gard to them. 
Thu s cou nting a fu ll 
elev en months for the commission’s 
consideration of thou sands and thou ­ 
sands of rates inv olv ed in the present 
u nderstanding, it will probably be at 
least Ju ne 1 nex t y ear before all of 
the rates can possibly be in effect.

Railroad Bill. 


Washington, Ju ne 7.—It will not be 
known definitely u ntil the final cou nt­ 
ing of noses w hether the hou se leaders 
will be able to send the senate railroad 
bill to conference as planned. A hu rry 
call was sent ou t u rging all Repu bli­ 
cans to be present when the railroad 
bill is called u p. 
If they hav e the 
v otes it is the pu rpose of the hou se 
leaders to send the m easu re to con­ 
ference in order that a nu mber of 
am endm ents adopted by the senate 
may either be dropped ou t altogether 
or modified materially . 
After a canv ass of the hou se the 
leaders annou nced that from thirty to 
thirty -fiv e Repu blicans fav ored accept­ 
ing the senate bill. 
Those who intend 
to v ote to concu r in that m easu re in­ 
clu de all the insu rgents and su ch reg­ 
u lars as Madden of Illinois and Martin 
of Sou th Dakota. At an informal m eet­ 
ing of the insu rgents it was agreed 
that the senate bill su ited them and 
for that reason it \.as decided to stand 
ou t against the motion to send the 
m easu re to conference. 
Regu lar leaders in the senate and 
hou se v ery niu cn desire that an oppor­ 
tu nity shall be giv en in conference to 
fu rther perfect the bill. 
They insist 
that a nu mber of insu rgent-Democratic 
am endm ents adopted by the senate are 
cru de and that some of them at least 
will lack effectiv eness u nless they are 
whipped into better shape. 
There is div ision of opinion among 
the hou se Democrats as to what atti­ 
tu de 
the 
minority 
shou ld 
assu me 
toward the senate railroad bill. 
The 
leaders are inclined to the belief that 
the Democrats shou ld v ote to send the 
bill to conference. 
If they stand by 
the hou se organization the bill will go 
to conference. 
If they join with the 
insu rgents 
the 
senate 
bill 
will 
be 
adopted.

man and child who

amusement. 
When 
the 
Rushville 
theatre goer walks under the bright 
lights in front of the moving picture 
show, passes his nickle to the girl 
selling tickets, who is all smiles and 
all eyes as she greets the amuse­ 
ment seeker, he does not realize that 
he is walking into a branch theatre 
of the largest theatrical trust in the 
world. 
Neither has he any concep­ 
tion of the amount of money spent in 
these resorts every year and of the 
vast amount of work entailed in man­ 
ufacturing the films, and preparing 
them to ammuse the millions. 
The cry of “This way, this way, 
you’re just in time for the big show, 
just commencing,’ is now heard on 
the streets of practically every city 
of any consequence in America, and 
by the flashing electric signs, the call 
of the catchy music inside, and above 
all the atmosphere 
of 
mirth 
and 
gaiety that permeates these theatres 
men, women and children are induced 
to part with their nickles in order 
that the moving picture show man­ 
ager may be able to present them a 
performance worth three times the 
money. 
• 
During the last ten years some of 
the be>( actors in the world, the clev­ 
erest inventors, chemists and capital­ 
ists have been striving to perfect the 
moving picture 
industry 
and 
they 
have succeeded. 
New machines to 
improve the presentation of' the pic­ 
tures. new processes In photography 
and the brains of some of the best 
business men have all been put to 
use to make moving pictures as near­ 
ly perfect as possible. 
Air army of artists is -engaged in 
the manufacture of the films. Many 
of America’s best actors, and vaude­ 
ville artists have been 
induced 
to 
leave the stage and to join the troups 
of moving picture actors 
who 
are 
paid enormous salaries 
for 
doing 
work not nearly so 
hard 
as 
that 
which they were formerly forced to 
perform on the st ?ge in 
order 
to 
make good with the public. 
Play­ 
wrights. stage managers and artists 
have been called into the moving pic­ 
ture industry, and art, 
and 
genius 
are represented on the films which 
are shown in Rushville five cent thea­ 
tres whenever they are made. 
The films are produced at enor­ 
mous expense. Rushville moving pic­ 
ture managers state that a visit to 
the Selig 
Ma tincturing 
company’s 
plant in Chicago 
would 
open 
any 
one’s eyes to the magnitude of the 
moving picture industry in America. 
Besides employing hundreds of men 
and women, the company owns a 
park, where scenes shown in the pie- j 
hires are acted and stage properties j 
valued at hundreds of thousands of j 
dollars. 
Everything that is needed , 
for the production of the pictures is » 
owned by this company. 
They own ! 
everything from a railroad engine on j 
down to horses, ponies, dogs, wolves, 
cats and costumes from every nation 
represented on the globe. 
As Indian 
pictures-are very popular this com­ 
pany employs a tribe of Indians to 
camp on the park property in order 
that they may be close at hand any 
time they are needed to take part 
in a plot where an Indian scene is 
used. 
Cowboys and trick riders are 
also employed by this company to 
pose before the cameras when pic­ 
tures of western life are produced. 
Emotional actors, comedians, acro­ 
bats and many of the most beautiful 
women in the world have signed con­ 
tracts to appear in roles 
for 
this 
compnay at any time their services 
are needed. 
The question is often asked where 
did the five cent theaters have its ori­ 
gin. 
Several years ago a man who 
had been in the theatrical business 
for years in an eastern city conceived 
the plan of starting a small theater 
in a good location on one of the busi­ 
ness streets of the city. Moving pic­ 
ture machines were then in the in­ 
fancy of their development and the 


pictures were meagre in the phases 
of life that they displayed. Neverthe­ 
less, this clever theatrical manager 
thought there was a demand for the 
five eent theater, and believed that 
such* an amusement resort would be 
patronized by down town shoppers 
who would be willing to pay a nickle 
to stop in a cool place to rest while 
they were wandering about the city’s 
streets. 
The novelty 
of 
his 
plan 
when executed brought large crowds 
to his theater and from the first it 
was a success. 
The five cent theater 
craze has 
now 
spread 
over 
the 
country like a disease, and thous­ 
ands of people have formed the fixed 
habit of attending 
moving 
picture 
shows. 
But as frequently as these shows 
are attended by the public few people 
have any idea as to how a film is 
made. 
The first step taken in its 
production is the writing of a plot 
of the story by the playwright. 
In 
this work care is taken to write on 
subjects that appeal to the average 
man and woman, and which at the 
same time have a great interest for 
children. 
It is also the playwright’s 
duty to create a plot which will be 
suitable and easily produced on a 
film. 
It is necessary to have 
much 
action in the play as it is produced 
before the photographer, 
and 
the 
actions must speak for themselves. It 
would be impossible to produce the 
modern drama on a film 
with 
any 
success because on the 
stage 
the 
meaning of the play is conveyed to 
the audience by words as well as by 
action. 
The moving picture 
actor 
must make every movement a sen­ 
tence, and every change of expression 
of his face a word. 
When the play 
is written it is then placed in the 
hands of the property man who pre­ 
pares all the scenery and looks about 
for a suitable spot in which the main 
action of the play is to be produced. 
If the film is to represent a train 
robbery, lie must hire an engineer to 
fire up the locomotive owned by the 
company, and arrangements must be 
made to prepare the track and rail­ 
road scenery which is to be used as 
a setting of tile story. 
The actors 
who are to take part in the play are 
then furnished with 
suitable 
cos- j 
fumes, and given orders as to how* 
they are to appear. 
In a railroad 
scene, for instance, the engineer is 
ordered to appear with grease cov­ 
ens.g hi- lace and his clothing must 
be soiled in order that the setting of 
the scene may be lifelike in every de­ 
tail. 
When the vast amount of 
work 
entailed in the preparing 
of 
stage 
properties is combined, 
the 
actors 
who are to take part in the produc­ 
tion are chosen and given their parts 
for study. 
Artists then work on that 
part of the 
scenery 
which cannot 
be produced as iii real life, with the 
purpose of covering all defects of the 
scene in such a manner a s to fool the 
keenest 
observation. 
Pictures 
are 
then taken of the various actions 
produced by the company, and these 
photographs are then copied on the 
films. 
Nine of the largest and hest mov­ 
ing picture companies 
in 
America 
have formed a trust and their com­ 
bined property is said to lie worth 
over $200,000,000. 
Not until 
this 
trust was formed w’as the moving 
picture industry carried on success­ 
fully. In order to produce good sub­ 
jects and to procure the best talent a 
great amount of capital w’as needed 
and with these facts in view 
tile 
trust was originated. 
Many strange stories are told by 
the actresses who appear in the lead­ 
ing roles in moving pictures theatri­ 
cal companies. 
One of the actress 
in the Selig company 
of 
Chicago 
claims that she had 500 proposals of 
marriage last year. 
Men who make 
the habit of attending moving pic­ 
ture shows fall in love with the far- 
famed beauty to such an extent that 
they are willing to marry her almost 
a 
sight 
unseen 
proposition. 
This 
young lady with the many lovers only 
laughs at the frequent proposals sav­ 
ing.

Railroad Rate War. 


It is well that the agreement has 
b een reached b etween the railroad 
p residents and President Taft. 
And 
it is a victory for the administration. 
The 
government lias 
accomp lished 
what it set out to accomp lish and has 
done it in such a way that it is s a t­ 
isfactory to the railroads. 
There are three imp ortant p oints in 
this little skirmish b etween the gov­ 
ernment and the railroads. 
In the 
first p lace President T aft has shown 
b eyond a doub t that he p rop oses to 
use the “b ig stick” when necessary. 
He wished the railroads to wait until 
the new railroad b ill was in effect and 
the m atter could he taken up hv the 
interstate commerce commission.

B. & O. Shops at Was hington, Ind., 


Pre re nt Such an Appe arance . 


Washington, Ind., June 7.—Uniform­ 
ed guards from Baltimore have arrived 
here to protect the m achinists em ­ 
ployed by the Baltimore & Ohio South­ 
western railroad, and the shops today 
present the appearance of an arsenal 
so many heavily armed men are on 
guard and so many stands of arm s are 
stacked about the place. 
The strikers have become very ag­ 
gressive under the apparent ease with 
which the company has secured men 
to take their places, and have attacked 
and severely beaten the strike break­ 
ers whenever they appear outside the 
shops.
